WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—The 7538 
national banks doing business in the 
United States September 12 had cash 
assets amounting to $903,707,348, a 
decrease since June 30 of $65,357,614, 
according to a report made public 
last night by the Comptroller of the 
Currency. 

The banks reported loans and dis- 
counts of $6,400,767,386 and  indi- 
vidual deposits of $6,139,081,279. 
Their capital stock was put at $1,060,- 
$32,072, with a surplus of $724,138,- 
519. The assets and liabilities 
amounted to $11,483,529,495. From 
June 30 individual deposits decreased 
$129,611,150, but gained $377,742,548 
over August 98, 1913. 

The report showed reserves in some’ 
cities below requirements, but in 
many others above the legal amounts. 
In connection with the report, the 
comptroller made public a letter to 
the President announcing that

VON TIRPITZ 
| AT ANTWERP. 


HE WIELD DIRECT 
OPERATIONS OF THE 
GERMAN FLEET.

LONDON, Oct. 18.—Admiral Von 
Tirpitz, German Minister of the Navy, 
is at Antwerp, where it is assumed he 
arrived soon after the fall of the 
fortress, according to the Amsterdam 
correspondent of Reuter’s Telegram 
Company. 


A dispatch from Rome on October 
9 said that according to German 
newspapers received at the Italian 
capital the war against Great Britain 
would begin late in October, after the 
fall of Antwerp, when Belgium would 
become the base of operations against 
England. 

The correspondent also credited 
the German press with the announce- 
ment that Admiral Von Tirpitz had 
stated that he would go aboard the 
flagship of the German fleet and di- 
rect the operations of the navy.

A motive for the murder also has 
been established, it having . been 
learned that the suspect had reason 
to believe he would profit financially 
by the death of Mrs. Langdon, whose 
estate is estimated to be worth near- 
ly $25,000. 

Detective McLaren’s theory is that 
strychnine was placed in the bottle 
of bromo seltzer by this man, who 
knew she was addicted to the use of 
the latter drug and that it would be 
only a matter of time until she would 


take it. 

William E. Langdon, the widower, 
who was in custody of officers at 
Long Beach three days last week, but 
who was released Saturday morning 
after a rigid interrogation, has stated 
many times since the death of his 
wife that he did not know she was a 
constant user of bromo seltzer. De- 
tective McLaren says, however, that 
it has been well established that the 
woman was a victim of the drug, that 
she had become a “fiend” in fact. 
She acquired the habit, it is said, 
after taking a few bottles of it to re- 
lieve attacks of gastritis.  . 

Mra. Langdon's fondness for bromo 
seltzer is said to have been known by 
all of her intimate acquaintances and 


relatives. A few days after her death | 


a brother, Michael Kliopp, a promi- 
nent manufacturer of Cincinnati, re- 
marked on the fact that she used 
bromo seltzer as a treatment. 

That the widower should have 
lived with the woman for five years 
and does not know of her having con- 
sumed the drug in large quantities 
has been a matter of no little com- 
ment throughout the investigation. 

Detective McLaren believes he will 
be able to have the man who pur- 
chased some strychnine at an  Al- 
hambra drug store on September 22 
and who signed the name of “R. E 
Longhurst” to the poison register 
positively identified today. Yesterda) 
he located George Walker, the clerk 
who sold the poison, and the latter 
said he felt certain he remembered 
the man. He said if he were brought 
face to face with the man he knew 
he could make the identification. 

As a result Mr. Walker will be 
taken before the man who is undet 
suspicion this morning and the agr- 
rest may be made at that time. 

The Langdon home at Ramona Park 
was visited yesterday by Detective 
McLaren. It was searched from cel- 
lar to attic and the officer secured 
many articles which he believes may 
have an important bearing on the 
case.

VIVID P CTURE 
OF GREAT WAR. 


Wounded Soldier Here on 
Pathetic J ourney. 
Thrice Shot in Taking of 
Alsace-Lorraine, 
Fighter, Broken in Spirit, 
Would Die in Peace. 


With his left arm missing, half of 
his right ear gone, and his left eye 
affected, injuries received during the 
invasion of Alsace-Lorraine by the 
French at the outbreak of the war, 
the first victim to reach Los Angeles 
from the seat of the gigantic strug- 
gle, passed through here yesterday 
afternoon on a pathetic journey. Ne 
is Carroll Robertson, qa remittance 
man from Brighton, Eng. Ostracised 
from home Robertson is on his way 
to Honolulu, the home of the girl 
he met and wooed while on a world 
tour just before the war broke out. 

A soldier of fortune, always craving 
excitement, his life has been one of 


adventure since he left England dur- 
ing the Boer War. He has seen 
service in South Africa, China, Mex- 
ico and Europe and has been a cow- 
boy in Wyoming. 2 

Having passed through the thickest 
of many battles and skirmishes with 
not a wound, Robertson in the prime 
of life believed himself immune from 
danger when he joined the French 
forces in Paris at the beginning of 
the struggle. He passed through here 
broken in spirit mind and body, a 
vivid and pathetic picture of the ev- 
ery-day manifestation of war. 

Robertson left San Francisco eight 
months ago for a trip srounl] the 
world. At Honolulu a girl, whose 
name he withholds, boarded the boat 
ey became acquainted, and by the 
time they reached Paris they were 
engaged. He went to the front. She 
said she would start for home. 

On August 3, not certain that Erg. 
land would join the war, and havirg 
a chance to go to the front at once, 
Robertson joined the French forces. 


SOLDIER’S STORY. 


His regiment was detailed with the 
army sent to Northeastern France to 
take Alsace-Lorraine. His own ac- 
count of the taking of Muelhausen 
as he told it yesterday at the Arcade 
Station while propped up in his seat 
in:a Southern Pacific train follows: 

“On the way across the border into 
Alsace, the peasants seemed very glad 
to meet us. Many were in tears, and 
the girls in the excitement rushed up 
to the French soldiers and joyfully em- 
braced them. I was only an English- 
man, speaking little French, and they 
passed me by mostly, although one 
girl in her tmpulsive rush, really did 
kiss me before she saw I wasn’t a 
Frenchman. Still, I didn’t care. I 
knew we were: soon to have a bat- 
tle, and then I remembered the Hon- 
olulu girl in Paris. 

“At dusk that Friday, we neared 
the town of Altkirch in Alsace. Our 
advance guard reported the city was 
well defended, and occupied by a 
German brigade. We prepared for 
the struggle, advancing quietly. 

“The dusky little Frenchmen, most 


of whom had never been under fire, 


were fidgety. As we came upon the 
city some did not know what to do. 
Then suddenly the command was 
given to advance, firing at will. Al- 
most as a man, the various regi- 
ments eprang into the attack. Never 
before had I seen such brave men as 
those composing the French regiments 
in that battle. They made an arduous 
advance, the Germans holding out for 

retiring 


Many fell on both sides. 
“As they fied, I, with my compan- 
ions, charged after them. My legs 
were longer than the others and I 
was slightly in advance when I came 
upon a German lying prostrate on the 
ground. He raised his pistol at me 
and shouting in derision ‘Gluck auf’ 
(good luck,) fired. The bullet tore 
away part of my left ear. I re- 
turned the shot, killing him instantly. 
As I did so another shot was fired at 
me by a friend of the dead man. It 
seemed to explode, throwing particles 
in my eye. | 
“However, I though but little of 
my injuries, for the town was soon 


‘ours, One regiment of cavalry fol- 


lowed the enemy, doing great dam- 
age. In the darkness the Germans 
finally hid themselves. | 

TAKE MUELHAUSEN. 

“The next day we proceeded to 
Muelhausen. Our advahce guard of 
cavalry failed to find any German 
patrols in the morning. In the after- 


‘noon scouts reported that the 


numerous defenses of the city had 
been abandoned. And in less than 
half an hour we were In Muelhausen. 
later it was learned that the Ger- 
mans had “retired toward WNeu- 
breisach. 

“I waa able to join in @ scouting 
party sent to follow them. As we 
passed along a road another wounded 
German was found lying under a tree. 
Rather than suffer the ignominy of 
capture he defended himself. As I 
neared him, he fired, the bullet strik. 
ing just above my elbow, tearing most 
of the arm away. He was killed by 
a chance shot fired from a distance. 
As the boys turned his body over 
they found why he would not suffer 
capture. He was lying on a German 

. He was certainly a brave man. 

“On the return to the city I fainted. 
I was sent to the field hospital, where 
my arm was dressed. Later I was 
returned to Paris. 

“Being practically one of the first 
men to be wounded when I reached 
Paris there was nothing too good for 
me. The surgeons and nurses tended 
me, monestly, like I was their Presj- 
dent. Within a short time I was 
in fair condition and when I told a 
friend of mine in the War Depart- 
ment I wished to return to America 
he saw the chief surgeon who said 
I could make the trip if I was -care- 
ful. He arranged rtation. 

“I heard that the girl had left Paris 
about the day I was brought there

Mra. Langdon’s fondness for bromo 
seltzer is said to have been known by 
all of her intimate acquaintances and 
relatives. A few days after her death 
a brother, Michael Kiopp, a promi- 
nent manufacturer of Cincinnati, 
marked on the fact that she used 
bromo seltzer as a treatment. 

That the widower should have 
lived with the woman for five years 
and does not know of her having con- 
sumed the drug in large quantities 
has been a matter of no little com- 
ment throughout the investigation. 

Detective McLaren believes he will 
be able to have the man who pur- 
chased some strychnine at an _ 
hambra drug store on September 22 
and who signed the name of “R. E 
Longhurst” to the poison register.

“The dusky little Frenchmen, most 
of whom had never been under fire, 
were fidgety. As we came upon the 
city geome did not know what to do. 
Then suddenly the command was 
given to advance, firing at will. Al- 
most as & man, the various regi- 
ments eprang into the attack. Never 
before had I seen such brave men as 
those composing the French regiments 
in that battle. They made an arduous 
advance, the Germans holding out for 


Many fell on both sides. 

“As they fied, I, with my compan- 
ions, charged after them. My legs 
were longer than the others and I 
was slightly in advance when I came 
upon a German lying prostrate on the 
ground. He raised his pistol at me 
and shouting in derision ‘Gluck auf’ 
(good luck,) fired. The bullet tore 
away part of my left ear. I re- 
turned the shot, killing him instantly. 
As I did so another shot was fired at 
me by a friend of the dead man. It 
seemed to explode, throwing particles 
in my eye. 

“However, I though but little of 
my injuries, for the town was soon 
ours. One regiment of cavalry fol- 
lowed the enemy, doing great dam- 
age. In the darkness the Germans 
finally hid themselves. 


TAKE MUELHAUSEN. 


“The next day we proceeded to 
Muelhausen. Our advance guard of 
cavalry failed to find any German 
patrols in the morning. In the after- 
noon scouts reported that the 
numerous defenses of the city had 
been abandoned. And in less than 
half an hour we were In Muelhausen. 
Later it was that the Ger- 
mans had retired toward WNeu- 


“I was able to join in @ scouting 
party sent to follow them. As we 
passed along a road another wounded 
German was found lying under a tree. 
Rather than suffer the ignominy of 
capture he defended himself. As 1’ 
neared him, he fired, the bullet strik. 
ing just above my elbow, tearing most 
of the arm away. He was killed by 
a chance shot fired from a distance. 
As the boys turned his body over 
they found why he would not suffer 
capture. He was lying on a German 
flag. He was certainly a brave man. 

“On the return to the city I fainted 
I was sent to the field hospital, where 
my arm was dressed. Later was 
returned to Paris. 

“Being practically one of 
men to be wounded when 
Paris there was nothing too good for 
me. The surgeons and nurses tended 
me, monestly, like I was their Presi.

“Other dry States, such as Missis- 
sippi, North Carolina, North Dakota, 
Oklahoma and West Virginia, furnish 
about the same evidence. 

“It is a fair inference that in States 
that are dry, there are only about 
a third as many criminals; for the 
use of alcohol seems to be about the 
only essential diflerence among these 
States. 

“Kansas also has but 735 in her 
almshouses, and Maine but 935; while 
California has 4646. From an eco- 
nomic standpoint, it might be worth 
while for California to forget her wine 
grapes and save the money she spends 
in the care of her paupers and crim- 
inals. English syndicates make the 
money off the grapes, but we foot the 
tax bills to keep the criminals and 
paupers. And then we throw the 
boys and the loss of 
extra!

As there is no law 
under which this can be done direct- 
ly, it is done indirectly by making the 
farm adviser a deputy county horti- 
cultural commissioner without pay as 
such, but an allowance for expenses. 

R. R. Mack is the adviser assigned |} 
to Kern county. Coming here but a 
few weeks ago, he has organized 4 
farmers’ bureau with eleven iocal cen- 
ters in the various districts and has 
aroused the utmost interest among 
the ranchers in every section.

He then told of several incidents

Mr. Yeoman was intimately asso- 
-clated with .Gen. Sherman for over 
two years and was recognized as the 
general's confidential man and intro- 
duced as such to Grant, Scofield and 
other commanders in the council of 
‘war before Vicksburg. He has in his 
possession several ietters from Gen. 
Sherman and is preparing a book of 
memoirs of the war. He is 78 years 
old and as spry as a boy. He iost his 
right arm at Arkansas Post, and was 
wounded eight times.

Russia’s tron Duke, 

The Grand Duke Nicholas, the Rus- 
sian commander-in-chief, has the 
reputation of being one of the great- 
est cavalry leaders of the day. The 
Grand Duke is outstanding in physi- 
cal stature as well as in mental pre- 
eminence. The Russians are not noted 
for their short men, but the Grand 


Duke easily towers above them all. He 
is six feet six. Yet he is not ungain- 
ly. With all his enormous height, he 
has ease and grace. He has no fiesh, 
no paunch, and no ewkwardness. A 
kingly majesty of bearing goes with 
his height. You feel that he is the 
right height, and that in every way 
he is much taller than ordinary men. 
A fine aquiline nose, piercing eyes, 
resolute chin, a regal yet kindly bear- 


It was not until the Russo-Japanese 
War that any world-wide distinction 
was won by this man who has routed 
the German and Austrian armies, and 
even then the distinction which he 
gained was only a negative one. It 
was hinted in Russta and in military 
circles elsewhere that had the Grand 
Duke been given the command of the 
Russian armies in Manchuria, the war 
might have had a different ending.

DESTRUCTIVE MACHINE GUNS. 
Those Used by the Kuropean Armies 
Pire the Same Ammunition as is 
Used in the Rifles. 

{Scientific American:}] Many re- 
ports of the war in Burope speak of 
the terribly destructive fire of the 
machine guns. 

With each regiment of tnfantry 
there belongs a pilateon or company 
equipped with two or four machine 
guns. These machine guns generally 
fire the same ammunition as.is used 
for the rifle of the army, but fire it 
semi-automatically from clips or belts 
containing 80 to 260 rounds each. 
The most notable of these machize 
guns are the Hotchkiss (French) and 
Vickers (English,) the former firing 
from clips containing thirty car- 
tridges, and the iatter firing from 
belts containing 250 cartridges. The 
rate of fire of these guns is about 
400 to 600 shots per minute. 

These rifies are transported either 
on light wheeled mounts or packed «n 
mules or horees. Their prime object
